A total of 3325 voters went to the polls 
Monday to re-elect all the town officers 
seeking re-election save school committee- 
man Dr. Nathaniel Stowers, who was 
supplanted by John M. Erving. G. Rich- 
ard Abbott was named tree warden in the 
only contest in which the incumbent was 
not running. Selectman Howell F. Shep- 
ard was re-elected, with J. Lewis Smith 
polling a larger vote than was expected. 

Mr. Erving’s election came as some- 
what of a surprise. He had been: con- 
ceded a chance to defeat either Dr. 
Stowers or Mr. Doherty, but there would 
have been no surprise if all three commit- 
teemen had been re-elected. Mr. Doherty 
polled a much larger vote than had been 
expected, and he maintained a safe lead 
over Mr. Erving after the first two pre- 
cincts reported. 

Precinct six reported early, at 7.32, 
giving Mr. Carter, Mr. Erving and Dr. 
Stowers the lead in that order, with Mr. 
Doherty trailing but not by as much as 
had been expected for Mr. Erving’s home 
precinct. Ballardvale reported next, giv- 
ing Mr. Carter, Mr. Doherty and Dr. 
Stowers the lead for precinct five. This 
enabled Mr. Doherty to pull up within 
33 votes of Mr. Erving, 47 of Dr. Stowers. 
Precinct one came in next, and here Mr. 
Doherty ran well ahead of what had been 
expected from this precinct. He ran sec- 
ond to Mr. Carter, with Mr. Erving 
third and Dr. Stowers fourth, giving for 
the total so far Mr. Doherty 858, Mr. 
Erving 840 and Dr. Stowers 821. Pre- 
cinct two, Mr. Doherty’s home precinct, 
catapulted him into the lead over Mr. 
Carter, and further enlarged the gulf 
between Mr. Erving and Dr. Stowers. 
Here Mr. Doherty picked up 629, Mr. 
Carter 425, Mr. Erving 376 and Dr. 
Stowers 297, putting Mr. Doherty and 
Mr. Carter over 200 votes ahead of the 
other two, and giving Mr. Erving a 98 
vote lead over Dr. Stowers with Shaw- 
sheen and West Parish to be heard from.

Investigations of B. P. W. and 
Taxpayers’ Association at 
Variance 

To have two boilers, one boiler or no 
boilers will very probably be the out- 
standing question to be discussed at the 
town meeting on Monday night. The

Board of Public Works originally asked 
for two boilers for the pumping station, 
on Tuesday night they reduced the re- 
quest to one, and the Finance committee 
has gone on record as being in favor of 
none. The insurance company which in- 
sures the boilers at present has ordered a 
reduction in pressure on Number two 
boiler to 115 pounds from 126 effective 
June 1, and a further reduction to 100 


| next year while another check-up made at 


the request of the Andover Taxpayers’ 
association reported that the present 
boiler could operate at 115 pounds for 
1987 and in all probability 1938, pos- 
sibly for several years later at 110. 


Mr. E. V. French had an inspector 
check up at the request of the directors 
of the Taxpayers’ association, and he 
reported also to the Board of Public 
Works. In his report he added that, “If 
new equipment is to be provided one 
good boiler is all that is needed,” and ap- 
parently influenced by this reasoning the 
Board eliminated the extra boiler for the 
time being. 

The Taxpayers’ association investiga- 
tion conducted by Mr. French revealed 
that Boiler No. 2 “is about $1 years old 
...in generally good condition with no 
internal or external corrosion but slight 
pitting on tubes and shell plates... 
only slight deposits of scale on the shell 
and tubes.” The inspector’s conclusion 
which was verified, after discussion, by 
his superiors is as follows: “The boiler 
is $1 years’ old, and based on good engin- 
eering practice, a maximum steam pres- 
sure of 115 pounds per square inch is 
advised.’ Mr. French reported further 
from his check-up that “even though a 
boiler is found in generally good condi- 
tion, as in this case, it would be the al- 
most unvarying practice to require a 
reduction in pressure if it had reached 30 
years of age.” 


Several Years’ Use Left 
Mr. French further reported: “this 
boiler could be run at 115 pounds pres- 
sure before another reduction would be 
necessary...one and very likely two 
years and operation at 110 pounds might 
then be permitted for several years unless 
the boiler showed some signs of definite

“Yes, she will see that Johnnie finds the 
right artist; certainly she will help Jim 
find a good book on electricity.” Another 
glance at the clock reminds her that it is 
lime to return to the library. On the way 
she meets a bey, who says, “Mrs. could 
you tell me if my book is due?””—at the 
next corner by a girl who says, “Can I 
have my book renewed?” The librarian 
walks on making a mental note of these 
things, then suddenly she hears someone 
shouting, “Oh, Mrs.—will you wait for 
me?” Turning around she sees a little girl 
who is all out of breath, who gasps, 
“Would you wait for me until I go home 
for my book? Mother will let me go to the 
‘brary’ if I can go with you.” We agree 
to wait, but caution her about running 
across the street without looking.

the thousands of alumni, students, col- 
leagues and friends who had come to 
count him as a very definite part of the 
academy, almost a tradition on the Hill. 

In 1925 when he was concluding his 
forty-fifth year as an instructor he wrote 
at the request of the editors a brief auto- 
biography for the Alumni Bulletin in 
which he mentioned that with his ten 
undergraduate years, his 45 years as a 
teacher his father’s years as teacher, and 
his brothers’ and son’s years as students, 
“a unique total of ninety-nine years is 
reached for a single family.” 


Fifty Years a Teacher 

Five more years were added to his 45 
as a teacher before he retired, but he could 
never retire from Phillips academy life. 
He had devoted considerable time in the 
past six and a-half years to his work as 
alumni secretary, and his final moments 
of consciousness had been spent in the

hospital. 

He was born February 13, 1856, jn 
Andover. His father, James S. Baton, had 
been a teacher in the English department 
for many years, and in order to keep a 
close oversight on his son’s education he 
entered him in the academy at the age of 
eight. In 1873 when he was 17 he grad- 
uated from the classical side of the acad- 
emy, but since his friends—his father had 
died in 1865—did not feel him sufficiently 
mature to take on college work, he re- 
mained one more year to take up Greek 
Testament, French, German and Chem- 
istry. 


Asked to Teach at 18 


When he finished the supplementary 
course, still at the age of 18, Dr. Cecil F 
P. Bancroft, principal of the academy, 
asked him to stay and become a regular 
member of the teaching staff. ‘ Because 
of my lack of experience,’ he wrote, “I 
thought it unwise to accept the offer, a 
decision I have never regretted to have 
made.” He went on to Amherst from 
which he graduated as a Phi Beta Kappa 
member in 1878. 

For two years he taught the classics at 
Monson academy, and part of this time 
he served as acting principal. In 1880 he 
returned to Andover, teaching for the 
first four years, chemistry, rhetoric, 
intellectual and moral philosophy, as- 
tronomy, geology and political economy. 
In the years which followed he was mainly 
concerned with mathematics from al- 
gebra to trigonometry. 

Mr. Eaton leaves his wife, two daugh- 
ters Louisa and Helen; a son, town treas- 
urer Thaxter Eaton; and a sister, Mrs. 
Alanson J. Abbe of Winter Park, F'la. 

Funeral Services 

Yesterday afternoon funeral services 
were held at the Cochran church with 
Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, under whom Mr. 
Eaton taught for 25 years, giving a brief 
eulogy. Headmaster Dr. Claude M. 
Fuess and Rev. A. Graham Baldwin also 
took part in the service, Dr. Fuess read- 
ing the scripture and Rey. Mr. Baldwin 
reading a poem and offering prayer. 
Organ music was rendered by Dr. Carl I. 
Pfatteicher. 

Committal services were conducted by 
Dr. Stearns in the Chapel cemetery.

Bills Sent Out 
to Taxpayers 


Every taxpayer in Andover, received 
this morning « 1987 property tax bill, 
about three months ahead of the usual 
arrival of the tax bill and three days be- 
fore they actually make the annual ap- 
propriations. The tax rate on the bill is 
934.00, higher by $4.80 than the 1936 


rate. } 
The taxpayers, however, will not have 


to pay these bills for they are merely 
facsimiles sent out in window envelopes 
by the Andover Taxpayers’ association 
with the permission of the assessors and 
the Tax Collector in an endeavor to show 
what the tax bill would look like if all 
appropriations asked for are approved at 
the coming town meeting. 

Below jthe facsimile there is a ques- 
tion “Do you want your tax bill to look 
like this?” followed by statements urging 
economy at the town meeting. 

This unusual method of calling to the 
attention of the taxpayers the possibility 
of a high rate has attracted considerable 
attention from other taxpayers’ associa- 
tions and from the Massachusetts Feder- 
ation of Taxpayers’ Associations.

weakness.”’ It was further stated that 
“any interruption of service due to any 
attention which the boiler may need 
during this period would be infrequent 
and not likely to rqeuire more than a few 
days at one time.” 

Boiler number one is generally con- 
sidered of tittle use in both reports. 

In a later report Mr. French stated 
that he had told his investigators about 
the report of the B. P. W. investigator 
and they still felt that the boilers could be 
operated at 115 for two years. He ad- 
mitted that there would be less of an 
operating expense if the new boiler were 
installed now and possibly less of an 
initial expense. He recommended however 
that the Number 2 boiler be continued 
this year and a close study be made be- 
fore the next town meeting. 


Report Differs 


The Board of Public Works report 
issued after the decision to cut down the 
request to one boiler had been made

ordered Number 2 cut to 115 but ex- 
tended at 125 until June, and that in 
January of next year the pressure would 
probably be reduced further to 100, 
which would be 85 at the nozzle. To make 
this change next year the board figured 
there would be an extra additional cost 
of $750 for new equipment and an annual 
additional fuel cost of $800. 

The board stated that they felt they 
should operate the steam-driven equip- 
ment at the highest efficiency possible. 

Assuming that the boiler could be run 
at 100 for three years, the report stated, 
there would be a loss of $1050 the first 


year and $600 total the next two, the 
total loss being $1650. A further extra 
cost of $2,000 was estimated for the two 
boilers or $1300 for the one because of the | 
possibility of rising costs. 

The report concluded: “If the town 
feels that the expenditure of $13,000 this 
year caniot be made, we can operate 
with a lower efficiency, a higher operating 
cost and a possible slight reduction in the 
amount of water we can pump during dry 


| spells in the summer. It is also possible 


that some restrictions in the use of water 
might be necessary in a protracted dry 
spell. Inasmuch as the Town will have to
